ſhall do Common Right to all the Kings people, according to the eſtabliſhe4 
Laws, notwithſtanding any command of the King to- the contrary, under the 
Great Seal or otherwiſe. The people are ſafe by the Laws in'force without 
any new, The Law finding the King of this Realm aſſiſted with ſo many 
men of Conſcience, Honour and Skill in the Rule of a Commonwealth, 
owledge of the Laws, and bound by the High and Holy Bond of an Oath 
upon the Evangeliſts, ſettles among other Powers upon the King, a Power 
to refuſe any Bill agreed upon by both Houſes, and power to pardon all of- 
fences, to paſs any Grants in his Minority, (There are many great perſons 
living hold many a thouſand pound a year by Patents from Edward the Sixth, 
palied when he was but ten years of Age) not to be bound to any Law to 
is prejudice, whereby he doth not bind himſclf, power of War and Peace; 
coyning of Money, making all Officers, &c. The Law, for the Reaſons afore- 
faid, hath approved theſe Powers to be unqueltionable in the King, and all 

Kings have enjoyed them till the third of Nov, 1540. 

It will be ſaid notwithſtanding all this Fence about the Laws, the Laws 
have been violated, and therefore the ſaid Powers mult not hold, the two 
Houſes will Remedy this. | | 

The Anſwer to this is evident : There is no time paſt, nor time preſent; 
nor will there be time to come, ſo long as men manage the Law, but the 
Laws will be broken more or leſs, as appears by the Story of every Age. All 
the pretended violations of this Time were remedied by Acts, to which the 
King conſented before his departure the tenth of Jar. 164. being then dri- 
venaway by Tumults. And the Houſes for a Year and almolt three Months, 
from the third of Nov. 1640, to the tenth of Jauwary, 1641. as aforeſaid, be- 
ing a Year and almoſt three Months, had Time and Liberty to queltion all 
thoſe perſons who were cither Cauſes or Inſtruments of the violation of any 
of the Laws, 

Examine how both Houſes remedied them in former times. Firſt, touching 
Religion, What hath been done this way ? Both Houſes in Herry the Eighths 
time tendred to him a Bill to be paſſed, called commonly called The Bill of 
the Six Articles : this was conceived by them to be a juſt and neceflary Bill : 
had not Heery the Eighth done-well to have refuſed the paſting of this Bill > 
Both Houſes tendred a Bill to him to take the Reading ofthe Scriptures ſroxe moſs 
of the Laity: had notKing H. the 8th. deſerved much praiſe to reject this Bill? 
In Queen Mary's time both Houſes exhibited a Bill to her to intraduce the 
Popes Power and the Rowan Religion; had not Queen Mary done well to have 
refaſed this Bill 2 Many ſuch Inſtances may be given. ' The two Hoſes. now 
at Weſtminſter I am fure will not deny but the refuſal of fuch Bills had been 
juſt, the King being afliſted as aforeſaid, and why not fo in theſe Times? 

For the Civil Government, what a Bill did both Houſes preſent to Richard 
the Third, to make good his Title to the Crown ; had it not been great ho- 
to him to have rejected it ? What Bills were exhibited to Henry the Eighth; 
by both Houſes for baftardizing of his Daughter Elizabeth, a Queen! ot 
renowned Memory, to ſettle the Crown. of this Realm, for default of Ifue 
of his , upon ſuch perſons as he ſhould declare by -his Lettcrs Patents, 
or his laſt and many more of the like ?. Had not this refuſal of paſſing 
ſuch Bills magnified his Vertue, and rendred him to poſterity in a different 
Character from what he now hath ? 

And by the Experience of all Times, and the Conſideration of Humane 
Frailty this ConcluGon is manifeſtly deduced, that it is not poffible to keep 
men at all times (bethey the Houſes, or the King and his Council ) but there 
will be ſometumes ſome deviation from the Laws, and therefore the —_—

Kings Miniſters the Laws do puniſh where the Law is tranſgrefied, 'atid they 
oply ought to ſuffer for the ſame.
